This idea, 
though described as revolutionary, seems only simplest 
common sense. The insanity has been in tolerating a 
world in which one section starves while the other de¬ 
stroys surplus goods. This man-made condition is a 
formidable enemy of peace and always will be. The 
very promptitude and zeal with which allied nations 
have made available to each other the weapons of war 
wherever need is greatest, is proof that the old bugbear 
of distribution can be overcome if there is determina¬ 
tion. , ,, . 

The food- conference also was most emphatic in cai- 
Owner-Publisher ling for removal of tariff barriers, another enemy of 
Editor sustained peace. Another proposal was an interjiatiqu- 
al food office, seeing and acting globally rather than 
sectionally. 

Although dealing entirely with food and the,doctrine 
of peace through plenty, the proposals of the conference 
huvg their own bearing on post-war economic, possibili¬ 
ties on an international scale. If all the world could be 
adequately fed, it would keep agricultural production 
in every land in full swing. New trade, new markets 
wpuld develop. And this full employment would affect 
every type of production to keep’^he factory wheels 
turning and the merchant ships of the world moving 
from port to port. 

This being'an agricultural country; it. is natural to 
thke satisfaction in the assurances of the conference 
that the need for food and more food will suffer no 
lapse in post-war years. There can be no question'of 
the need, but a ceaseless guard must be kept to prevent 
manipulators and profiteers from cornering that which 
is in demand and exploiting human requirements for 
their own self fish ends, Many signs indicate that ac¬ 
quisitiveness and the lust for control have not been 
purged by war.

"Rendered fat" means fat melted down and strained to 
remove solid matter. It includes drippings and strained pan 
grease resulting from the cooking of meat. 

"Unrendered fat" means raw or partially cooked fat free 
from lean meat and bone, but not fully rendered. 

"Bones" means raw or cooked bones <pf cattle, sheep 
and hogs. . * ^
